Ever drive a hydroplane? 
Probably not, unless you go in for boat racing. But if 
you drive a car (and why else would you be reading 
this?), you’ve probably come in close -- and dangerous- 
contact with the scientific concept of hydroplaning. 
Hydroplaning is the lifting of a tire surface from direct 
contact with the pavement, so that it rides on a sheet of 
water. When this happens, the tire has absolutely no 
contact with the road - and the driver has no control 
over the vehicle, according to studies made by the Bureau 
of Public Roads and the National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration. 
Complete hydroplaning, as described above, can occur 
at various speeds above 40 m.p.h. depending upon the 
tire’s inflation pressure and the axle loading (the weight 
on the tire). Even at slower speeds, partial hydroplaning 
can occur, causing a decrease in control and longer 
braking distances. 
Hydroplaning doesn’t need a lot of water on the road 
suface, either - one-sixteenth of an inch will do it. 
\ low years ago, aviation safety experts began to 
recognize hydroplaning as a major cause of airliner 
c rashes while landing or taking off in rainy weather. 
\\ lic'n a tire is hydroplaning completely, it offers no 
resistance to crosswinds or momentum (which in a turn 
or curve, is the vehicle’s natural resistance to changing 
direction!y and can’t provide any braking efficiency. 
What does all this mean to you, as a motorist? 
It means that if your car’s tires are hydroplaning, a 
crosswind of as little as 20 m.p.h. could literally blow 
you off the road. On a two-lane highway, the air currents 
from a large» truck passing in the other direction could do 
the same. And forget about stopping quickly -- your 
hydroplaning tiros could more than double your braking 
distance. 
What can you do to avoid hydroplaning? 
Above all, slow down and keep your interval when it’s 
raining or the pavement’s wet. Tires can’t hydoplane well 
at speeds much below 50 m.p.h. 
Make sure your tire trend is in good condition. 
Smooth or “bald” tires hydroplane at slower speeds than 
those with good tread. 
Don’t underinflate your tires, and avoid purchasing 
tires with recommended inflation pressures of less than 
25 lbs. Underinflated or low-pressure tires hydroplane at 
slower speeds. NASA cites the following statistics: At 
normal car weight, tires with 16 pounds per square inch 
(psi) of inflation hydroplane at 42 m.p.h. at 24 psi, they 
hydroplane at 51 m.p.h.; and at 32 psi, 59 m.p.h.

"He told me he couldn’t pay a .500 pitcher any more 
than that.

Second in the league in shutouts. I have 16 lifetime 1-0 wins. 
Only Walter Johnson had more. 27 or something like that 
And I won the Cy Young Award in 1964. 
“ But Griffith said I had a 16-16 record last year. That’s 
true. I guess that does m ake me a .500 pitcher.” Somehow. 
Chance did not seem convinced. 
“ But Griffith hates me because I’m independent, because 
he ean’t kick me around. H e’s the toughest guy in baseball 
to deal with. He’s trying to cut everybody 15 or 20 per 
cent." 
This baseball talk had gone far enough. "Hey, wait a 
minute.” he said, putting an arm around his fighter. 
"Here’s a guy who’s going to make us a lot of money. 
Smile R ay.” Anderson’s gleam ing teeth nearly outshone 
his plum-colored suit. 

"I know you 
gotta take care of your teeth when you’re an athlete. I sent 
Rav to Minneapolis and we found he had four abcessed 
teeth, with little holes and pus com ing out of the gums.
